Though puzzling, probably, to most 
railroaders, these messages and: frag- 
ments of conversations can be readily 
deciphered by members of Southern 
Pacific's Telegraph Department. (See 
translation in box on next page). They 
tell the story of the directing power 
behind the scenes of railroad operation; 
a directing: power dependent largely 
upon Communication. 

Spreading over Pacific Lines from 
Portland to New Orleans and reaching 
across the continent from San Francisco 
to New York the Telegraph Depart- 
ment’s staff of more than 500 telephone 
and telegraph opcrators, teletypists and 
linemen gives constant attention to 
switchboards and clicking keys whose 
flashing lights and staccato rhythms 
spell an endless message of Safety and 
Service. 

The magic carpet of Transportation 
is interwoven with thousands of miles 
of glistening threads: telephone and 
telegraph wires over which written and 
verbal communications echo to every 
city and hamlet on Southern Pacific 
Lines and its far-flung connections. 
IN THE PICTURES are, top to bottom,

Pacific Lines is covered by a twenty- 
four hour exchange of more -than 
100,000 telegrams. and teletype mes- 
sages and an estimated quarter of a 
miilion telephone calls. . 

* Like all other departments of the 
railroad, the Telegraph Department 
has kept pace with advancements in its 
field. Installation of the most modern 
types of equipment has been a guar- 
antee of faster and more: economical 
service. The Morse System of trans- 
mitting communications by dots and 
dashes has been generally supplanted 
by the advanced system of multiplex 
printers and tcletypes. 


Mechanical Typewriting 


Transmission of messages by tele - 


type is accomplished by means of ar 
electrically operated keyboard similar 
to a typewriter; in fact, the machine 
itself is an electric typewriter. After 
the operator has selected his station 
and contacted the receiver, he types out, 
his message which is simultaneously 
printed on his.and the receiver's tele- 
type. Should a reply be necessary the 
receiver opcrates his keyboard and the 
message in turn appears on the other’s 
machine. Thus both parties have a 
complete typewritten record of the 
communication. Yascinating, indeed, 
are these machines as they spell out 
their messages without any apparent 
human assistance. 

Messages transmitted on multiplex 
circuits are first prepared by “punch- 
ing” perforations in tape by using a

pulses over the circuit. operating the 
printer unit in the receiving office, 
which transposes the perforated code 
into a typewritten message. 

Another advantage is the climination 
of delay in the sending office, where 
messages can be perforated in tape 
while the machine is being used for the 
reception of incoming messages and. 
when receiving is completed tape may 
be placed on the transmitter and out- 
going file moved immediately. This is 
also helpful in case of wire failure. The 
increase of speed in sending communi- 
cations by teletype and multiplex 
printer instead of Morse System is pro- 
portionate to the speed of typing as 
compared to writing by hand. 


S. P. Pioneered in Multiplex 


Southern Pacific was the first rail- 
road in the United States to install drop 
channel muitiplex printing telegraph 
equipment when it established a circuit 
between San Francisco and New York 
in 1926 which provided for the trans- 
mission of telegrams over one channel 
simultaneously in both directions be- 
tween San Francisco and New York, 
and over an additional channel between 
San Francisco and Chicago and between 
Chicago and New York, affording 
simultaneous establishment of six sep- 
arate communications over one wire. 

Gradually the entire System has been. 
equipped for teletype operation. North- 
ern divisions have been fully equipped, 
providing rapid transmission of train 
consists by. furnishing switching 
information for all principal yards con- 
eerned in operation and handling of 
trains moving between Roseville con- 
eentration -yard and Brooklyn, Ore., 
yards. 

Many local circuits have been pro- 
vided, connecting P, F. E. diversion 
bureaus with principal telegraph offices 
for handling of perishables. . Other local 
circuits provide various’ ‘city _ ticket 
offices with rapid transmission of Pull- 
man reservation information, and other 
information at a speed -calculated ‘to 


make ‘our service outstanding. “Seattle

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office has beon connected -by teletype 
with Portland general telegraph office, 
and soon Philadelphia district office 
will have a similar connection with New 
York general telegraph office. 

In October 1935 Southern Pacific 
Company inaugurated the method of 
teletyping freight waybills. Over the 
first. teletype circuit about 600 way- 
handled each night. Now, 
with expansion of overnight mer- 
chundise service to additional terri- 
tories in California and Southern 
Oregon, teletypes and multiplex nightly 
hum to the tune of 3000 waybills. It’s 
easy to see what an important factor in 
the su of our fast. overnight mer- 
chandise service is this method. of 
handling waybills. At Los Angeles and 
San Francisco, for example, copies of 

vaybills are provided from six to eight 
hours in advance of arrival of overnight. 
inerchandise train, allowing ample time 
in which to make necessary revisions, 
and tabulations of uctual tonnage for 
truck delivery purposes. Upen arrival 
of the trains the terminals are fully pre- 
pared to immediately make deliveries 
that otherwise would be held up for 
several hours, 

At present there are 140 teletypes in 
tse on Southern Pacifte Lines, including 
off-line agencies.

Several years luter the Company es- 
tablished its first private telephone ex- 
change whose 80 locals were a great 
source of pride, Today there are 30 
private branch exchanges connecting 
some eight thousand telephones which 
are kept constantly busy with incoming 
calls from Mr. and Mrs. Custemer seck- 
ing information pertaining to various 
classes of transportation. 


L. A. Exchange Largest 


Largest PBX operated by Southern 
Pacific is located at Los Angeles. This 
is semi-mechanical, consisting of twelve 
manual positions, and serves beth 
Southern Pacific and Pacific Electric 
Raihway. Next largest isin the General 
Office Building at San Francisco and 
consists of nine manual positions. 
These positions handle only incoming 
calls from the public and long distance 
calls originating within our organiza- 
tion, All party to party traffic is hand- 
led by dial system. San Francisco dial 
system is one of the largest privately 
operated systems on the Pacific Coast. 

At both San Francisco and Los An- 
gcles, where thousands of calls are daily 
directed to the Service Bureaus for pas- 
senger rates and reservations, there 
were recently established twenty-posi- 
tion ‘turret type boards. The twenty- 
position turret type board permits 20 
information clerks to answer as many 
calls the instant they reach the Bureau.

In the larger freight service bureaus 
multiple key cabinets are installed, 
making it possible for one person to 
answer any incoming call on from four 
to six lines.

“Sharp Lookout” Dispatching 


Back in the early days of railroading, 
prior to the time train orders were 
issued by Morse code, trains were dis- 
patched by time table and the 30- 
minute rule, The 30-minute rule re- 
quired & train to wait that length of 
time at a meeting point before proceed- 
ing against. opposing trains and then it 
would run at slow speed and keep a 
sharp lookout. Picture the scene today 
on the Coast Division, for example, 
where over one dispatcher’s circuit 
orders are issued for the movement of 
approximately 135 trains daily, and 
it’s easy to understand why wire com- 
munication is so vital to efficient 
operation, 

Telephone train dispatching circuits, 
replacing the telegraph key, have 
greatly simplified the dispatcher’s job. 
More than 9000 miles of these cirenits 
are in operation over §. P. lines, divided 
into 30 dispatching districts employing 
the services .of 175 dispatchers. . Faced 
with the responsibility of directing the 
movement of all trains over his district, 
the dispatcher must. rely on quick com- 
munication with all open’ telegraph

The train will feature numerous in-

service, extremely low cost meals served 
in “cofice shop” dining cars (breakfast 
25c, lunch 80c, dinner 35c), free pillows 
day or night, and a chair car reserved 
exclusively for women and children. 
And, as is the ease with all S. P. 
through trains, it will be completely 
air-conditioned. 

Carrying the numbers 87 and 88, the 
“8. I. Challenger” will operate on a 
schedule of 58 hours 45 minutes east- 
bound and 60 hours 10 minutes west- 
bound, and will replace Southern Pa- 
cific’s present Advance Overland be- 
tween San Francisco and Ogden. Leav- 
ing San Francisco at 8 p, m. the train 
will arrive in Chicago the third morning 
at 8:45. Westbound it will leave Chi- 
cago at 10:22 p. m, and arrive San 
Francisco 8:32 a. m. 

The most modern chair car and tour- 
ist sleeping car equipment, particularly 
designed for comfort in long distance 
travel, will be carried in the train. As 
an example, the chair cars Southern 
Pacific is adding to those pooled by the 
other two railroads, have identical in- 
side furnishings as the de luxe chair 
ears on the “Daylight” streamliner.

‘SUNBEAM’: Houston-Dallas Streamliner 


to Launch Its Fast, De Luxe Service this Month 


OUTHERN PACIFIC’S newest 

streamliners, twin “Sunbeams,” will 
be placed in service about the middle of 
September over the 264 miles between 
Houston and Dallas on fast afternoon 
and early evening schedules. 

Each “Sunbeam” consists of a 
streamlined locomotive and eight cars 
in the following order: baggage car, 
chair car exclusively for colored 
patrons, two articulated units of two 
chair cars each, a parlor ear, and a 
diner-observation car. 

General design and comforts of the 
ears are identical in most respects to 
those on the twin “Daylights” operat- 
ing between San Francisco and Los 
Angeles, including the same orange, 
ved and black exterior color scheme. 
No expense has been spared to.make the 
air-conditioned “Sunbeams” the “ban- 


ner trains of the South and Southwest.” 
From tip to tip these modern stream- 
lined flyers are the very last word in 
engineering design, in structural beauty, 
and in present-day refinements. 

One of the principal features of the 
“Sunbeam’s” swift schedule will be 
the convenience of connections at both 
terminals. Northbound, for instance, 
close connections are made at Dallas 
with trains to Oklahoma, thereby pro- 
viding fast, overnight service from 
Houston to Tulsa and Oklahoma City. 
Southbound, the “Sunbeam” makes 
convenient connections in Houston 
with the eastbound “Argonaut” to New 
Orleans, the west-bound ‘‘Sunset 
Limited” to California and the “Border 
Limited” to Corpus Christi, Harlingen, 
Brownsville, and other Rio Grande 
Valley points. 


POWER: Coast Line to 
Get New Locomotives 


ORE new locomotives, the most 

powerful ever built for exclusive 
passenger service on Southern Pacific 
lines, will soon be on their way to the 
Pacific Coast from Lima Locomotive 
Works in Ohio. The first one of the 
fourteen 4-8-4 type Class GS-3 locomo- 
tives under order from Lima was to 
leave the plant early in September, and 
the remainder will follow quickly in 
succeeding weeks. 

These 14 locomotives will beidentieal 
in general exterior appearance to those 
now used on the ‘“Daylight’—same 
streamlined design and same orange, 
red and black coloring—but the new 
ones will be even more powerful and 
capable of greater speed, whenever 
there be opportunity to take advantage 
of that factor. All of them will be used 
on the Coast Line between San Fran- 
cisco and “Los ‘Angeles, handling fast 
passenger trains ‘and merchandise 


‘<\freight ‘trains. ‘This arrangement will 


velease several fine locomotives for use 
on other divisions. *

- These 1,028,- 
700-Ib. locomotives are the largest and 
most powerful of any type ever used by 
Southern Pacific. 

: With delivery of ‘these two ‘orders 
from Baldwin and. Lima completed, 
8. P. will have placed 46 new locomo- 
tives in service since the first of the 
‘Year at a total cost of approximately 
$7,000,000.

T&NO: Lower Rio Grande Valley Is Fertile 
Region For Freight To and From Pacific Lines

N Y article in the August Bulletin 
referred particularly to ovr line 
E] Paso to San Antonio, with brief men- 
tion of territory south thereof. I would 
like new to discuss in more detail that 
portion of the line indicated on the 
accompanying diagram, which, as in 
the ease of former diagrams, is made 
with the idea of indicating service 
rather than geographical correetness. 

There is very close connection be- 
tween this section and Pacific Lines in 
that a number of companies operating 
therein also do business in California, 
For example, several important vege- 
table shippers. With the rapid increase 
in production of fruit and vegetables 
in the Lower Rio Grande Valley, more 
Pacific Coast firms will probably have 
operations there. 

This calls for a thorough understand- 
ing on the part of Pacific Lines people, 
not ouly of our Texas and Louisiana 
Lines in general, but this section in par- 
ticular. These shippers use a large 
amount of Pacific Coust paper and box 
shook, also fruit and vegetable han- 
dling machinery manufactured in Cali- 
fornia. A large California oil company 
loads a considerable amount of crude 
oil at Rachal, Texas. A number of 
California oil well supply companies do 
business in this territory; production of 
oil being a very important industry 
almost throughout the entire section. 


Get the Long Haul 


When shipments are offered care 
should be taken to secure our most re- 
munerative haul, keeping in mind that 
our rails serve most of the important 
points and we are generally able to 
handle shipments all the way. As 
pointed out in previous articles, we find 
instances where we have been short- 
hauled to destinations we serve, which 
I think has been largely due to lack of

the part of some .of our agents, bill 


“ clerks and others. 


On the-line between Victoria and 


Rosenberg-—at Newgulf and Boling— 
are located extensive sulphur deposits.

portance. The 1930 census gave it a 
population of 27,741, and it is now esti- 
mated to have a population of about 
50,000. It is fast becoming an impor- 
tant point due to development of cot- 
ton (incidentally Nueces County, in 
which Corpus Christi is located, is the 
largest cotton producing county in 
Texas), oil and other important indus- 
tries.- In 1936, 15,757,702 barrels of 
oil were handled through this port. Gen- 
eral American Tank and Storage Ter- 
minals, with a capacity of 800,000 bar- 
rels, are located here. During July 
464,235 tons were shipped through the’ 
port, there being 68 steamer sailings 
from its new $10,000,000 port facilities. 
There is also located here a large alkali 
plant, producing chemicals of various 
kinds, which are shipped all over the 
country. 

A large volume of winter vegetables, 
including onions and cabbage, is pro- 
duced in vicinity of Corpus Christi. 
Just. north of Corpus Christi is Port 
Aransas, which is growing in impor- 
tance. At Ingleside, near Corpus 
Christi, is a large refinery. Port 
Lavaca produces considerable oil. 
There is also a shrimp cannery here, 


Prolific Region 


What is known as the Rio Grande 
Valley. extends from Falfurrias to 
Brownsville. The principal part under 
cultivation cavers an area about 25 
miles wide and 75 miles long, the 1,250,- 
000 acres under cultivation being irri- 
gated with water from the Rio Grande. 
In this area there are at the present 
time about 8,000,000 citrus trees of 
various bearing ages from 3 to 35 years. 
Present. production is about 17% 
‘oranges and 88% grapefruit. ‘There is 
also some lemon production. 

The Vallcy is in the same general 
Jatitude as the southern part of Florida, 
Average annual rain fall is about 28 
inches, :and the’ average temperature 
73°. : This is a-very fertile country and 
is rapidly developing. During the past 
season it produced the equivalent of

It’s an annual event in this poultry region, a 


manufactured into juice. It also pro- 
duced about 20,000 carloads of vege- 
tables, and approximately 50,000 bales 
of cotton. This year’s cotton crop will 
be around 100,000 bates. 

Canning is becoming an important 
industry, both as to grapefruit juice 
and vegetables, and a start has been 
made on the “quick freezing” of Eng- 
lish peas and other vegetables. 


Pink Grapefruit 


Among other varieties, this section 
produces a pink grapefruit, which is 
very attractive and in great demand. 
Due to- Governmental’ restrictions, 
Texas grapefruit cannot be shipped to 
California, although it ean be shipped 
to Pacific Northwest and handled 
through the small portion of California 
traversed by our Alturas Line, so that 
shipments to the Northwest can be 
handled by T&NO through North 
Texas gateways and picked up again 
by Pacific Lines at Ogden for movement 
thence to Portland. Texas grapefruit 
growers are endeavoring to build up 
accounts in the Northwest, and this 
source of attractive revenue should be 
carefully watched. 

Canned grapefruit juice is a very de- 
lectable beverage, and while our friends 
in California are deprived of Texas 
grapefruit, there is no restriction against 
the canned juice, and we are looking 
forward to its extensive use throughout 
the Pacific Coast. To give an idea of 
the extent to which grapefruit juice is 
already being canned in the Valloy, the 
equivalent of about 7,000 carloads of 
grapefruit was disposed of in this man- 
ner last. season. 

The fishing industry will become in- 
creasingly important as time goes by. 
Frozen shrimp is moving in substantial 
volume to the Pacifie Coast. 

Oil discoveries in the Valley ‘have en- 
hanced the importance of ‘this part of 
our territory; several refineries are in 
operation there, 

At the extreme lower end of the Val- 
ley, two ports have been established: 
Port Isabel and Brownsville. The lat- 
ter was made by digging. a channel 
“through the country. about 27 miles 


rom Port Isabel. “Port Isabel is served 
by the Port Isabel & Rio Grande Val- 
ley Railroad, which operates. from 
Brownsville to the Port. . This road also 
directly serves the Port of Brownsville 
(which is within switching limits ‘of 
Brownsville). We connect with this 
road at; Brownsville. 


Mexico Port of Entry 


‘Brownsville is also an important port 
of entry into Mexico. Shipments to 
and from Mexico can, of course, be 
handled by our lines via Brownsville 
without difficulty. Matamoros is the 
Mexican border point just across the 
river from Brownsville. 

Harlingen is an important point. Its 
industries include fruit and vegetable 
packing and canning. It is the head- 
quarters of our District Freight Agent, 
Wills J. Carter. Also, the Pacific Fruit 
Express Company maintains an agency 
under jurisdiction of H. L. Johnson. 

North of Edinburg, at Gypmine, is 
one of the largest deposits of gypsum 
in the country, development of which 
should eventually produce a large 
amount of revenue. It is used in the 
manufacture of cement, plaster, wall- 
board, etc. 

Falfurrias is becoming an important 
shipping point for winter vegetables. 
There is a large potential grape terri- 
tory south of Falfurrias which, with 
their knowledge and experience, Pa- 
cific Coast grape growers could un- 
doubtedly develop very profitably. 

Other important towns and shipping 
points in the Lower Valley are Edin- 
burg, seat of Hidalgo County, and our 
gateway into the Lower Valley; MeAlL- 
Jen, an important fruit and vegetable 
shipping point, with several: canning 
plants. Just south of McAllen, about. 
10 miles, is Reynosa, Mexico, on the 
opposite side of the Rio Grande.

Territory described in this article, in 
which we have made no mention of the 
important cities of Houston and Gal- 
veston, which will be covered later, is 
from Southern Pacific System stand- 
point rich in tonnage and self-sustain- 
ing, and if this could be said of all of our 
territory, we would not be under the 
necessity of so vigorously preaching our 
long haul gospel, but as this tonnage 
only in a small measure makes up for 
the vast unproductive territory through 
which our lines pass, I want once more 
to enlist all agents, bill clerks, and our 
soliciting forces generally, in a cam- 
paign for our system long haul. It 
should be borne in mind that we can 
handle business via San Antonio and 
Flatonia to such stations as Austin, 
Waco, Dallas, Fort Worth and in fact 
to all Central and North Texas points 
on competitive schedules; and to Mex- 
ico via Eagle Pass or Alice and Texas 
Mexican Railway through Laredo and 
via our own lines to Brownsville; also 
directly to all of the important towns in 
the Lower Rio Grande Valley.

The 100,000th

The Daylight continues its pace, not 


only as the nation’s most heavily 
traveled train, but has. established a 
world’s record for passenger. train 
travel, excluding of course commuter 
trains. In the 161 days since its in- 
auguration—March 21 to August 28, 
inclusive, the two daily trains between 
San Francisco and Los Angeles carried 
123,763 passengers. 


STEEL: More Than 200 Tons 
Of It in a Mile of Track 

A lot of steel has passed under the 
wheels every time you hear the fre- 
quent “click” which is a traditional 
part of railroad travel. 

With heavy modern rails now in use 
on all main lines, every set of clicks 
means that the wheels have passed over 
from 1400 to 1700 pounds of steel. 

In 1869 the first transcontinental 
railroad was laid with rails weighing 
only 50 pounds per yard. These con- 
tinued to be standard as late as 1908. 
But as train speeds began to increase 
‘and equipment became larger and 
heavier, the need for heavier rails be- 
came apparent, 

Since that time the weight per yard 
has been consistently increased until 
today rails on straight track are or- 
dinarily 112 pounds per yard, and on 
curves, 131 pounds per yard. The old 
50-pound rails weighed only 88 tons 
per mile of track, in contrast to over 
197 tons for the modern 112-pound rail, 
and over 230 tons per mile for the 131- 
pound rail. 

Today’s heavy rails are largely re- 
sponsible for the top notch safety 
record of Class 1 railroads whieh. has 
been maintained even though modern 
streamliners now travel at speeds 
around 100 miles an hour and all other 
types of trains move on greatly ac- 
celorated schedules. 


LONG, SAFE RIE: Of all the ele- 
ments in the record of performances ob- 
tained by the railroads of the country, 
none has made a more favorable effect 
upon the public mind than their record 
of safety. .On the basis of the average 
record for the past seven years, a-pas- 
senger could. haye ridden more than 
2,560,000,000 miles without meeting 
death in atrain‘accident. “Even at the 
accelerated speed of the fastest passen- 


ger. trains in’ operation ‘today,..that 


would mean continuous riding, day and 
night,-for nearly five-thousand years.

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PENSIONS: Get Your Birth Certificate or 


Other Proof of Age for Annuity Application 


[TRE eligibility of employes for an- 
nuities under the Railroad Retire- 
ment Act, and in some cases the 
amounts of annuities which they may 
receive, are dependent to a large extent 
upon their ages at the time of their re- 
tirement from service. It is natural, 
therefore, that the Railroad Retire- 
ment Board should attach considerable 
importance to the factor of age and re- 
quire employes who apply for annuities 
to submit suitable proof of the ages 
shown on their applications. 

For the guidance of employes in this 
respect, the Bureau of Claims of the 
Retirement Beard has prepared its 
Form C-38 to show the kinds of evi- 
dence it will accept as proof of an appli- 
cant’s age. While this form is io be 
delivered to the employe at the time 
he obtains an application blank for use 
in applying for an annuity, the Bulletin 
is reproducing the list of documents 
named on the form im order that 
Southern Pacific employes who expect 
to retire in the near future may proceed 
at their convenience to obtain such of 
the necessary documents as may be 
available as proof of their ages and thus 
facilitate the approval of their applica- 
tion for annuities when filed with the 
Board. 

Any one of the following documenis 
will be accepted tf in proper order: 

Infant Baptismal Certificate (if 
issued prior to fifteenth birthday). 

Birth Certificate (if original official 
record was made at or near time of 
birth). 

School record. 

Naturalization records (it is unlawful 
to make copies of naturalization cer- 
tificates), 

Immigration papers. 

Vaccination records. 

Any one of the following documenis 
will be accepted if in proper order pro- 
vided if was issued twenty or more years 
prior to the filing of application, other- 
wise eo will suffice: 

Insurance records. 

Passports, 

Labor Union and Fraternal records. 

Any two of the following documents 
will be accepted if in proper order: 

Bible and family records, 

Marriage record. 

Church records made after applicant 
reaches .age 15, 

Family histories or old diaries. 

Birth. certificates of applicant’s chil- 
-dren when applicant’s age is shown. 

Registration voting records. 

Personnel records of former em 
ployers—including service letters. 

:Driver’s permits. 

“Old “photographs awhich shave: early 


“entries of name and age. 


Old newspaper clippings or magazine 
rtlelos. os 


Poll tax receipts or exemption cer- 
tificates. 

Reports of medical. examiners or 
hospital records. 

The same requirements apply with 
respect to the age of an applicant’s wife 
or husband in the event she or he has 
selected a joint and survivor annuity. 

The Secretary of the Retirement 
Board, in transmitting a sample of 
Form C-38 to the carriers, informed 
them that the Board will also accept 
the carrier’s unverified record of birth 
date if entry in its records was made 
prior to the year 1911 and the date 
agrees with that claimed by the em- 
ploye in his application. In other 
words, if an employe’s personal record, 
showing the date of his birth, was filed 
with his employer prior to 1911 and is 
still in existence, and that date agrees 
with the one given in his application 
for an annuity, no further evidence is 
required as proof of his age. 

With respect to the proof of ages of 
employes who entered the service and 
filed their personal records in 1911 or 
later, Mr. Murray W. Latimer, Chair- 
man of the Retirement Board, said in 
an address delivered at the annual 
meeting of the Railway Accounting 
Officers in June 1937: 

«|, . we propose to begin the collec- 
tion of prior service records beginning 
with the oldest men first. In connec- 
tion with these prior service records, 
we hope to be able to secure a date of 
birth as given by the employe at some 
past period. We hope also to secure 
information as to when the date of 
birth was given to the carrier. If this 
birth record was furnished to the em- 
ployer 20 or more years before retire- 
ment, and at the age of 21 or over, and 
if it agrees with the age now given by 
the employe, we now think that weshall 
have reasonable proof of the birth 
date.” 

It has been found in many cases that 
the dates of birth given by employes on 
carrier employe registration Form 
CER-1—Application for Account Num- 
ber, which form is filed in the records 
of the Retirement Board, do not agree 
with the dates of birth given by them 
in’ their personal records on file with 
the Company. It is suggested that such 
employes take appropriate steps to 
reconsile these differences, 

The Retirement Act provides that an 
employe may eleet to accept a joint and 
survivor annuity, which is an annuity 
smaller‘than it otherwise would be in 
order to provide -an annuity for his 
wife after -his death. ‘ Notice of such 
election must be given to the Railroad 
Retirement . Board ..at . Washington,

to become payable, for if he fails to do 
so the option will be available to him 
only upon proof of health satisfactory 
to the Board. 

The following examples, which are 
given in the Retirement Board’s appli- 
cation blank, are reproduced here to 
show how much a regular annuity of 
$100 per month would be reduced to 
provide a joint and survivor annuity, 
assuming the employe to be 65 and his 
wife to be 60 years of age: 

If the employe wishes his wife, if 
she survives him, to receive the same 
annuity after his death that he will re- 
ceive during his life, the annuity will 
be reduced to. $66.04. 

Hf he wishes his wife to receive 75% 
of the annuity that he will receive dur- 
ing his life, he will receive $72.17 durirg 
his life and she will reccive $54.13 dur- 
ing her life. 

Should he wish his wife to receive 
50% of the annuity that he will receive 
during his life, he will receive $79.55 
and she will receive $39.78. 

The allowances will be slightly less 
under cach of the three options if the 
employe is 70 and his wife 65 years of 
age and a little more if both are 65. 

An election to accept a joint and sur- 
vivor annuity may not be revoked, ex- 
cept that it will become inoperative if: 

1. the employe or his wife dies before 
the annuity becomes payable; 

2. the employe’s marriage “is -dis-’ 
solved, ‘or | 

3./ the employe is granted an annuity 
because of disability ‘after completion 
of 30 years of service. - ;

stations under his jurisdiction. By 
means of the telephone circuit he is able 
to call any station in his district by the 
simple expedient of turning a desig- 
nated key in the selector key cabinet on 
his desk. While the station combina- 
tion is automatically being made, he 
may utilize his circuit in earrying on 
work with other stations until receiving 
the called station’s response. 


Check and Double Check 

When a dispatcher issues a train order 
it is not “complete” until the receiver 
has repeated it back to the sender. 
Before the advent of the telephone cir- 
cuit this was done by telegraph, con- 
suming considerably more time than 
the present method which permits repe- 
tition at conversational speeds. Al- 
though the dot and dash system has 
been replaced by the telephone, it 
hasn't been abandoned, The telegraph 
key is still there for use in communi- 
cation with branch lines not equipped 
with the newer devices, or ready to 
uct as a substitute should something go 
amiss with the telephone circuit. 

Although the telephone train dis- 
patching circuit is built around the 
principle of the telephone, special 
equipment has been developed for this 
purpose, The incoming voice to the 
dispatcher is reecived by means of loud 
speaker. The dispatcher wears a breast, 
transmitter.

means of a foot switch which by depress- 
ing places transmitter in a trarsmitting 
position. 

Because varying atmospheric and 
other outside influencing conditiors 


affect the transmission of vocal and - 


written messages, it is necessary that 
“repeaters” be installed at approxi- 
mately every 300 miles. These re- 
peaters rebuild the’ communication so 
that it reaches its destination in reliable 
form. 

Telephone repeaters are practically 
automatic but telegraph repeaters must 
be checked frequently, depending upon 
local conditions in any section, by 
trained and fully qualified wire chiefs. 

Function of the Telegraph Depart- 
ment does not end with the transmission 
of written and vocal communication. 
Just ag Transportation relies largely 
on Communication, the latter’in turn 
depends upon Maintenance. Train 
movements, car orders, diversions, 
passing reports, manifest reports must 
go through, and if wire service were not. 
maintained around the clock railroad 
operation would soon be enmeshed in a 
tangle of confusion, Here is where the 
lineman enters the picture. 


Trouble Shooting 


To our 104 linemen, better known as 
“trouble shooters,” is entrusted the care 
of 18,000 imiles of pole line and 100,000 
miles of open communicating wire, (of 
which 44,000 is owned by Southern 
Pacific), not including the underground 
cable plants at the larger centers. Day 
and night these men are subject to call 
to patrol their districts in guarding 
against the numerous interferences that 
menace uninterrupted service. 

Major wire interruptions, such as 

those caused by washouts and fires, or 
automobiles leaving the highway and 
striking pole lines, are readily located 
and observed, Locating wire troubles 
that are not visible is the vexing prob- 
lem. In making their nests, birds fre- 
quently carry metallic substances onto 
the wires, and the lineman’s patience 
and ingenuity are often taxed to the 
limit before the cause of the trouble is 
found. 
Superintendent of Telegraph A. W. 
Flanagan recalls an experience .en- 
countered during his “trouble shooting” 
days. “A case of trouble came in be- 
tween Lathrop and Modesto. I covered 
the territory twice on the velocipede 
car—Hnemen had no motor cars in 
those days—hefore noticing a bird nest, 
built behind the cable box on a cable 
pole. Investigation showed that the 
bird had ‘picked up ‘a bit of twine 
around which was wound a-strand of 
tinsel—the kind used to ‘tie andy 
boxes —-.and this had caused’ the 
trouble.” 

With ‘an unlimited number of 
agencies contributing ‘to wire trouble 
the lineman’s job is never ended; over 
mountains, - through “tunnels, “in ‘sub- 
zero climates and blood-boiling tom- 
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Threaded over Southern Pacific Lines from Portland to New Orleans and spanning the continent from the. Pacific 
to the Allantic, is a vast network of communication. Heavy lines on map indicate route of telegraph lines and points 
where larger telegraph offices are located. San Francisco, major office on the entire system, is the focal point of this 
network, Messages from New Orleans to New York travel.cia San Francisco, but such is the magic of wire trans.

When not on 
the read with Mr. Harriman, he was 
located in the telegraph office at New 
York. Like Mr. Rice, he assisted in 
operation of the Omaha-New York 
wire. The cireuit at New York han- 
dled about 25 messages daily, these bhe- 
ing executive messages only. His office 
is now equipped with multiplex printers 
and teletypes, handling about 3,000 
messages daily. While Mr. Faulkner 
will tell you he is an “amateur” radio 
fan, his close friends know that he far 
excels the amateur class. 

R. E, Rice, “GO” (- ..) St. Louis 
-~Edward, as he is familiarly known in 
the Telegraph Dep’t, became interested 
in automatic communication as an em- 
ploye of the Teletype Corp. at Chicago 
in 1928. Later he became a member of 
his father’s staff in the S. P. office at 
Chicago, and when 8. P. established the 
St. Louis office in 1933 he was placed in 
charge. At that time it was called 
“CB” (...-...) and handled 400 
messages daily, as compared to the 
1,200 messages handled this spring. 
Edward hasn’t as yet acquired the 
“whiskers” of some of the other man- 
agers, but hopes to grow a “beard” in 
the next 24 or 30 years, 

F.C.Edwards, “DW” (-.. .--)Port- 
Jand-—Starting in the old “HN” San 
Francisco office in 1898 he later served 
on the San Joaquin and Los Angeles 
divisions, returning to San Francisco 
which had by that time become the 
“BD” office. For a time he was train 
dispatcher at Dunsmuir and then back

at “BD” before becoming manager at 
Portland. 

G. S. Scott, “HU” (..., ..~) Los

B. M. Stanley, “UN” (..-~.) Tuc- 
son-~-Started his telegraph career in 
1883 and worked on some of the fastest 
Morse circuits operated in those days. 
yas previous to advent of the 
typewriter, and a telegrapher was re- 
quired to write a fast legible hand. In 
commenting on the numerous improve- 
ments in communication, Stanley won- 
ders what the department bosses will - 
spring on him next. 

John W. Clark, “SW” (... .--) El 
Paso-—Started with 8. P. as a call boy 
in Nevada during 1911 and became a 
telegrapher on Salt Lake Division three 
years later, working at. various stations, 
and in 1917 joined the staff of “RO” 
(.....) at Ogden. He transferred 
to the San Francisco office in 1919, and 
in 1927 was appointed manager at El 
Paso. “SW” office is unique in that 
S. P. operates a Morse wire through to 
Mexico City. The operators in Mexico 
City are expert. with their Morse, but 
not with their English, and some of the 
phrases used at times on the wire are 
quite puzzling, 

D. A. Norton, “HN” (...,-.) Hous- 
ton-—Familiarly known as “Dan” over 
the T&NO lines, he started railroading 
as a student operator on the Southern 
Railroad in 1899, and came to 8. P. at 
Sulphur Mine, La., in 1903. He has 
been manager at “HN” since 1911. 

S, A. Church, “WS” (,-- ...) New 
Orieans—Has been with the T&NO 
lines since 1898, and worked as teleg- 
rapher at various stations on Lafayette 
Division until 1933 when he beeame 
manager of the New Orleans office.
